All Property Shall Be As- 
sessed at Its Fair Cost 
Value. 



Does Away With District 
Trustees Elected By 
Districts. 



The new Revenue Bill, which will 
be ready foe introduction next Fri- 
day, will make material changes in 
the law concerning porporations, 
which will be of special interest to 
this city. It reads as follows: 

That section 4.020 'of the Ken- 
tucky statutes shall be so amended 
as to read as follows: 

'All real and personal estate with- 
in the State shall be subject to tax- 
ation, unless the same be exempt 
from taxation by the Constitution, 
and shall be assessed at its fair cost 
value, estimated at the price it would 
bring at a fair voluntary sale; stocks, 
bonds, securities, estates in action 
and other intangible property of 
•porations subject to a franchise 
tax, shall be considered and estimat 
ed in fixing the value of the cor- 
porate franchises as hereinafter pro- 
vided." 

That section 4,081 of the Ken- 
tucky statue3 shall be amended so as 
to read as follows: 

'If the corporation organized un- 
der the laws of this State or of 
some other State government, he a 
railroad* telegraph, TELEPHONE, 
express, sleeping, dining, palace or 
hair car company, or a corporation 
performing any public service, the 
lines of which extend beyond the 
limits of the State, the said board 
(Valuation and Assessment) will fix 
the value of the capital stock as 
hereinbefore provided, and that pro- 
portion of the value of the capital 
stock which the length of the lines 
operated, owned, leased or con troll 
ed in this State bears to the total 
length of thjr lines owned, leased 
controlled in this State and else- 
where, shall be considered in fixing 
the value of the corporate franchise 
of such corporation liable for taxa- 
tion in this State; and such corporate 
franchise shall be liable to taxation 
in each county, incorporated city, 
town or district through, or 'into 
which such lines pass or are operat- 
ed, in the same proportion that the 
length of the line in such county, 
city, town or district bears to the 
whole length of lines in the State. 
But if any such corporation organ- 
ized under the laws of this State 
have all its lines outside of the 
State, the said board shall fix the 
value of its entire capital stock as 
hereinbefore provided and apportion 
to this State fot taxation therein not 
exceeding 1 per cent, of its capital 
stock, and the same shali be the 
value of its corporate franchise and 
property, tangible and intangible, 
subject to taxation in this State, and 
in the county, city, town or district 
where its principal place of business 
in this State may be located."

ALTERATION 



Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 3— A bill 
iginated by the Educational Com- 
ittee No. 1, of the lower house, 
hich will be read with interest all 
over Kentucky because of the num- 
ber of persons to be affected by its 
provisions, and because it has the 
indorsement of the Kentucky Edu- 
cational Association of Teachers, 
which now seems to be at the head 
of affairs of education in the State, 
that proposing to abolish the 
trustee system* for the management 
of common schools in the counties 
and substitute for it the county 
board system. This matter has long 
been a pet hobby of State • Superin- 
tendent Fuqua, who has, during a 
long life of school work in the State, 
studied the needs for advancement, 
which the State stands much in need 
of. 

Some of the Provisions. 

This interesting measure provides 
that the County Superintendent of 
Schools, the County Judge and the 
County Attorney of each county 
shall compose a commission whose 
duty it shall be to divide their re- 
spective counties into four districts, 
nearly equal in area as possible.to 
be known as educational districts. 
This work is to be done in Septem- 
ber of the present year and and in 
the November election, 1997, there 
shall be elected by the qualified 
voters one member of a County 
Board of Education from each dis- 
trict, the four members to be voted 
for all over the county. 

The legal voters residing in a city 
maintaining a separate school sys- 
tem and in districts in which a 
graded common school exists, shall 
not participate in the election, and 
one of the qualifications of candi- 
dates for the place of County Com- 
missioner is that the candidate shal 
not be interested in any school book 
concern or store. 

The members first elected under 
the provisions of the bill are to serve 
one-half for two years and one-half 
for four years, to be determined by 
lot at the time the first board or- 
ganizes. Every two years there- 
afttr there shall be two commission- 
ers elected. 

President Ex-officlo. 
The County Superintendent shall 
be ex-officio president of the County 
Board of Education, and shall par- 
ticipate and vote in all matters. 
The County Board is required to lay 
off the county into sub-school dis- 
tricts, in each of which they shall 
maintain one common school for 
white children and one for colored 
children, where the population of 
the two races justifies it, the school 
buildings to be located as near the 
•enter of the sub-district as prac- 
ticable. An election may be or- 
lered at any time to provide a gra- 
led common school district I] 
sub-school district, or for two sub- 
school districts. 

The County Board is given full 
authority in the employment of 
teachers, though the superintendent 
may dismiss teachers for cause. The 
board appoints an Official Visitor 
for each sub-district to visit th< 
schools in that district. The Count: 
Board is given authority to make 
< for school puroses and fix 
I of taxation for the pur- 
it is made the duty of the 
Visitor to take the census of 
school children under direction of 
the County Superintendent, to re- 
ceive as compensation Ave cents for 
each name reported.

as we find them upon the 
farm, we will here consider 
egg production simply fr< 
farmer's point of view. The poultry 
house need not be an expensive or 
elaborate structure so long as it pos- 
sessess certain characteristics. It 
must be located upon slightly elevat- 
ed ground so as to insure good drain- 
age and dryness. There are in- 
stances where slight excavations can 
be made for protection, but good 
drainage should always be kept in 
mind. Dryness is one of the most 
important requisites of a poultry 
house where winter egg production 
is to be carried on. I know of no 
other one thing that will stop hens 
from laying quicker than a damp 
poultry house. Unless properly lo- 
cated it is simply impossible to main- 
tain dryn?ss. 

Ventilation is important, impure 
air is productive of dampness and of 
unhealthy conditions. No one can 
expect good results from fowls du- 
ring winter unless supplied with 
fresh air. There are several good 
systems, but I have been well pleas- 
ed with the one I have in use. The 
ventilator is located in the center of 
the building and leads by means 
of branches to each end of the build- 
ing. Two brandies are at each end 
which open at the bottom or near the 
floor. Here the impure air finds exit 
and fresh air is brought in from the 
top by means of another similar sys- 
tem. This method of ventilation 
works well and I have never been 
troubled with dampness in my poult- 
ry house. 

The feed supplied the flock has 
much to do with results, successful 
poultrymen differ slightly as to the 
nature of food during the winter lay- 
on. I have shifted my meth- 
ral times, but have come to 
the conclusion that better results are 
realized by sticking to one system. 
My present method that is giving 
good results consists first of plenty 
of litter to scratch in. It may con- 
sist of straw or leaves so long as 
light and fine. My first feeding in 
the morning is warm wheat bran 
mash, sufficiently damp to steam 
well, but not so water can be squeez- 
ed out. Don't feed slushy food to 
laying hens. This feed is supplied in 
troughs. Great care is exercised 
not to feed more than fowls will 
readily consume. 1 desire them to 
be hungry after feeding. Early 
the morning or the previous evening 
after the fowls have gone to roost 
I scatter through the litter wheat 
screenings stirred in by means of a 
fork. When I leave the house in the 
evening I draw the curtains over the 
windows sp as to keep it dark until a 
little past' daybreak. Then I raise 
the curtains and feed my bran mash 
before the fowls have found the 
reenings. In this way I am able to 
ed a warm mash before the fowls 
fill up with something else. It va- 
ries a little each morning as to time 
of feeding, but I have never yet fail- 
ed with this method when properly 
carried out. It is night in the hen 
house until the curtains are raised 
and the fowls are quiet until fed. 

As soon as they finish the mash ra- 
tion they are sufficiently hungry to 
go to scratching and obtain plenty of 
exercise. 

At noon I do not feed any grain, 
but meat. This meat is purchased 
at the market, ground in a cutter 
and fed liberally. The fowls par- 
take and do better then though a 
grain ration was fed, I

INTO A CREATOR. 



New Order Of Humanity is a 
Possibility. 

New York, Jan. 31. -Man, through 
his advanced science, may develop 
into a creator himself, is the opinion 
of Prof Wilhelm Ostwald. of the Uni- 
versity of Leipsic, in a lecture at 
Columbia University last night 
the results of the attempt to create 
life through chemical processes. 

Prof Ostwald has given careful 
attention to the experiments of 
Prof Jacques Loeb, of the Universi- 
ty of California, and announces with 
confidence belief that by slow devel- 
opement science can create a type of 
ife as high as that of our dome 
animals. The steps will be slow; one 
form of life will be produced one af- 
ter another, and, eventually, the 
professor expects something almost 
akin to man in its physical being may- 
be produced. 

'There is practically no limit to 
what man can do in this direction," 
he said. "Of course, at first he will 
be able to produce only a piece of 
protoplasm, something like water 
hydra or the resemblance of the sea 
urchin that Prof, Leob has developed 
but it will be instinct with real life 
and will be a step in the new evolu- 
tion. This evolution can only result 
in the creation of something Jthe 
equal of higher animals, but what it 
will be, who shall say? 

"It seems to me that the scientist 
who is able to determine the physical 
form of his creation after the devel- 
opment has started, will have creat- 
ed a new order of life, for this being 
multiply indefinitely, just the 
: as all our modern animals, 
cannot say whether this crea- 
of man*will be crustacean, am- 
phibian, mammalian or whether bi- 
ped, quadruped, fish fowl or reptile. 
I can only say that after careful 
study of what has been accomplished 
I am ovelwhelmed at the* inevitable 
i>robabilitities. Who knows but a 
new order of humanity may be 
created.

Amundsen's 
Triumph in the Arctic Seas 



Discoverer of Northwest Passage Plant to Continue His 
Satf Round Arctic Circle. 

l/a Jr-L- *\J 



That one plantrlh and another reap- 
eth has been strikingly Illustrated In 
the successful voyage which Capt. 
Roald Amundsen and his eight men 
have made through the Northwest pass- 
age, for he has only followed the route 
known to exist by reason of the dis- 
coveries of Sir John Franklin, in 1S47. 
But notwithstanding the fact that 
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fin bay to Behrlng straits Is r 
less remarkable, for It took boldness to 
conceive and courage to attempt, and 
KOOd luck born of persistent watchful 
effort to accomplish what for the past 
200 years the most strenuous efforts of 
arctic explorers has failed to do. 

In addition to his bringing his 
stanch little ship, the GJoa-— a sloop of 
47 tons. 70 reet long. 20 foot beam and 
propelled by a small petroleum engine 
—safely through, he has made Impor- 
tant observations which It is believed 
will, when they are all figured out and 
the prope 
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grees. An observation station was e 
tbllshed by Capt. Amundsen at Kii 
Williams land, latitude, 08 degre 



the region where Amundsen made his 
magnetic surveys. This region is 
roughly Inclosed with a circle of X's. 
In this area Amundsen spent nearly 
two years, his last magnetic work 
was done on King William's Island, not 
far rrotn where Lieut Oore solved the 
question of the Northwest passage; and 
It was here that the GJoa started on 
the Journey. 

Born In Christiania 35 years ago. a 
Norwegian of the Norwegians. Capt. 
Roald Amundsen, when little more 
than a boy began his maritime career. 
Amundsen attended the public schools 
of Christiania, and the only diploma 
that he owns Is from one of the high 
schools of the ancient capital of Nor- 
way. He first came prominently be- 
fore the public as a member of the 
antarctic expedition of the Belglca, 
which vessel in 1897-9 cruised in the 
south polar seas under M. Gerlach. 
Returning from this expedition, 
Amundsen conceived the Idea of an 
arctic exploration, the object of which 
would be the discovery of the North- 
west passage and the location of the 
magnetic pole. 

Amundsen told his friends Nansen, 
the explorer, and Profs. Schmidt and 
Neumayer, of Germany, his hopes, and 
laid btforo them in detail th«

and 30 minutes north and 90 degrees 
west, Capt. Amundsen declares his be- 
lief, based ou the two years' of ob- 
servation by him, that the north mag- 
netic pole is within 90 minutes of that 
point. The observations have been 
taken day and night for a period of 
three years, and. In the opinion of the 
explorer, the actual position of 
magnetic pole will be determined as 
soon as his observations can be fig 1 
ured out. 

In 1831 Capt. James Ross, from ob- 
servations made located the magnetic 
Bothia Felix. America's north 
ernraost peninsula, and it is evident 
that there has been little change from 
the point marked by him. Capt.Amund 
found that in passing from the 
northern point of Peel sound 
weetern end of Simpson's strait the 
ship's compass was useless. 

When Amundsen sailed from Chris- 
tiania June 17, 1303, he knew definite- 
ly the course he wanted to take, be- 
cause or the records made by the 
Franklin expedition, and the Btory of 
that expedition is really the introduc- 
tion to the story of what Amundsen 
has accomplished. 

On May 24. 1847. Graham Gore, first 
lieutenant of the Erebus, with another 
offlc.r and six men left their ships and 
started southward. They reached Point 
Victory, on King William Land, and 
went onward till they came to Cape 
HerscheL A little beyond they saw 
the coast of North America, the charts 
of which were in their hands. The 
Franklin expedition had been sent from 
England for no other purpose than to 
find the Northwest passage. 

The little party realized that the 
long-sought-ror passage had been dis- 
covered, and could actually be accom- 
plished, If they might ouly force their 
ships through the short Ice barriers 
that Intervened bolween them and the 
open water. They deposited a record 
of their discovery and then hurried 
back to their ships to impart the joy- 
ful tidings to their comrades. They 
found the expedition plunged In the 
deepest grief, for, during their absence, 
Sir John Franklin had passed away. 
He was shared the misery of sharing 
with his meu the starvation that befel 
em all when they finally bandoned 
elr ships and sought the mainland. 
And it Is this summer channel along 
e coast that Amundsen has followed 
eetward; and the Franklin party not 
iiy pointed out the short cut to the 
>annel, hut the fate or Its ships gave 
warning to Amundsen which he fully 
iproved.

whtch, If followed, he felt convinced 
would solve two of the three greatest 
arctic problems. These friends, thor- 
oughly believing In Amundsen, real- 
ized at once the merit of his argu- 
ments, and unhesitatingly Indorse his 
scheme, and thus was Inaugurated the 
expedition that was destined to live 
forever as among the most brilliant ex- 
peditions in history. 

But Capt. Amundsen Is not satisfied, 
it seems, for h« is planning next sum- 
mer to continue his voyage around tho 
arctic circle. To do this he must go 
through the Northeasr passage, a feat 
second only to the one which he has

already accomplished. When he reaches 
Norway he will have done something 
no other arctlo explorer has ever at- 
tempted, the circumnavigation of tho 
globe within the arctic regions. 

Capt. Amundsen was first mate of an 
antarctic expedition which seven years 
ago made important discoveries In the 
southern polar regions, and Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, of Brooklyn, who was a 
member of the same expedition, speaks 
n the highest terras of the Norwegian. 

"When one Is shipmate with a man 
In the arctic region for two long 
years," he said, "he begins to under- 
stand him. 1 knew Amundsen well. 
As first mate of our expedition to* 
proved himself no. only a congenial 
companion, but a man of wonderful ra- 
ce*. A-mundsea had one hobby. 
That was to find the magnetic pole. I 
do not lay so mil*' stress on the pass- 
age of the nort t straits as I do 
the reported dls ry of the magnetic 
pole. Amunds inted to make this 
passage lu ord find It."
